MEMORIAL GIFT TO McGILL. 


The Montreal Star of Feb. 25th has 
the following reference of local inter- 
est: t 
| The Principal (of McGill) submitted 
/eommunications from Prof. Leacock 
stating that Mrs. Frank Oliver, of Ed 
|monton, Alberta, had offered to put at 
the disposal of the University a sum 
of $10,000 or more for the purpose of 
establishing at McGill University an 
annual scholarship in economics, The 
board resolved to accept the gift, all 
the more appreciatively as the letter 
addressed to Prof, Leacock of Febru- 
acy 18, 1918, states that it is “Given by 
his mother in proud and loving mem- 
ory of Lieutenant Allen Oliver, M.C," 

The late Lievt. Allen Oliver, M.C.,, 
C.F.A., fell in the Battle of the Somme 
on November 18, 1916, aged 23 years, 
He was buried in the cemetery at 
Albert. It was at Courcelette that he 
won the Military Cross, The officiai 
statement was that “He handled his 
gun with great courage and determina- 
tion and seta fine example to his 
men,”

the speaker said there was about two | 


ber cent of the school population which 
were mentally defective. Of the difti- 
culties of the teacher in dealing with 
this two per cent., Dr. McMurchy had 
mw 6the greatest sympathy. With one or 
two such in a class of 40 the teacher 
had to spend quite half her time. 
The speaker then described the 
Q@uxiliary classes as they are called in 
Ontario, wheré those who did not get 
the full benefit from the regular public 
echool training might be sent. For these 
classes she recommended the very 
best teachers that could be obtained, 
teachers with a sympathy and Interest 
in the work, and who would be paid at 
least $100 a year more for their work, 
which was very trying, than the or- 
dinary scale. She also suggested that 
If possible the teacher of this special 
class should be pretty. 


Beat Sort of Institution. 


Dr MacMurchy then told of tho best 
sort of institution to care for them, 
The person in chafge was the most im- 
portant part of the organization. A 
Place well managed with the proper 
person at its head had no difficulty 
in attracting its inmates, thera was 
always a long waiting list. The cot- 
tage system was the best, but she fur- 
ther emphasized if the right person 
were at the head, the building and 
equipment would rise up around him. 

To make the institution self-sup- 
porting there should be at least an 
acre per inmate, and she suggested 
the economic unit as 1,000.

“For the purpose of defining tax- 
able Income, {t 1s thought well to fol- 
low closely the model of the new Do- 
minion Income Tax act. This will 


|avold confusion in the minds of those 


making returns. In this connection 
the Dominion government will be 
urged to amend ite etatute so that its 
returns may be available to assist us 
in our assessment, and the city would 
reciprocate by making its returns 
available for the use of the Dominion 
income tax assessor. 

“The model of the Dominion act 
would be followed closely in the regu- 
lations as to returns by corporations, 
individuals, guardians and trustees, 
executors, etc., as well as penalties for 
fraudulent returns and failure to 
make returns, 

“The city should have power by by- 
law to arrange for the administration 
of the act, including the appointment 
of the income tax assessor and aasist- 
ants, defining their duties and fixing 
their salaries. The powers of the in- 
come tax assessor should include ex- 
amination of persons under oath, re- 
quiring of sworn statements and, what 
is especialy important, the power to 
estimate incomes where no return is 
made, or where he has reason to sus- 
pec. concealment of part of the in- 
come. The effect of this latter power 
to estimate incomes is that the burden 
of proof is on the person assessed to 
secure a reduction on appeal. 

“Provision would have to be made 
for the dates when the assessment was} 
to be completed and the tncome as- 
sessment and itax-roll mede up, the

“Beginning with the assessment for 
the year 1918, and until the close of 
one calendar year after Great Britain 
has declared peace, buildings and im- 
provements on land within the city 
may be assessed up to their actual 
value, which shall he the amount by 
which the value of the land Is thereby 
Increased. 

“For the better determining of the 
value of a building or other improve-

In some communities in the early days of the pastime’ baseball 
was called “batball.” The modern baseball bat had its origin just 
fifty years ago today, so this may be called the birthday of the sacred 
ash. 
intNew York, it was decreed that the bat should be made of wood, 
and have a diameter not to exceed two Inches and a half and a 
length not greater than forty-two inches, In the years that have 
followed fewer changes have been made in the bat than fn any 
other thing connected with the game. The provision as to length 
still stands, but since 1895 the swatter has been permitted to use a 
slightly thicker bat. The early rule that the bat be made “of wood" 
wasn't binding enough in the early days of professionalism, for some 
of the players sneaked in bats into which holes had been made and 
filled with lead. 

The rule of 1859 prescribed that the bat should be round, and 
this provision is in effect today, although tn the intervening years 
there have been some variations. In the early '80s a “four-sided” 
bat was Introduced, and was endorsed by the governing body of ama- 
teur players, but it didn’t last long and was never used by profes- 
sionals. Later in the same decade bats made of soft wood, and flat 
on one side, were introduced, to be used in bunting. This variety of 
bat gained the recognition of the National league, and was used in 
nearly all professional circuits up to 1893, when it was discarded and 
outlawed, 

Prior to the adoption of the rule of 1859 any old kind of a stick 
was permissible {n baseball. Even flat bats were not barred, and 
many star swatters used implements of prodigious size. It takes a 
real man to wield a heavy bat, say, one that is five feet long and 
five inches wide, but many of the old-timers did it. Those were the 
happy days for the “nockers''—as batsmen were called in that 
period.

Fishing Expedition? — 


One never can tell, when he goes 
fishing, where the pursuit will 
ead him, nor what he may bring 
back.

Without Any 
Delay 


Bishop Gray, chairman of the ya-| 
monton commn.ittce of the Royal Fly- 
ing Corpse of Canada haa issued to The 
Bulletin the following statement re- 
garding recruiting for that corps: 

Considerable newspaper publicity 
has been given to the fact that a re- 
cent decision was made to the effect 
that all men joining the Royal Flying! 


Corps must first report to a Depot 
Battalion. 
This report is based on facts, but 


we have made arrangements In Mill- 
tary Districts No 10, 12 and 13 so 
that it does not interfere with re- 
cruiting to any extent. 

The way we havo worked this out 
ia that when the man i# accepted and 
we are ready to take him on, we send 
him up to the Depot Battalion with 
an automobile and in charge of ono 
of ‘our men, and he simply reporta 
and Is released at the same time. The 
whole transaction does not occupy 
more than ten minutes. 

In the case of men coming from 

Military Districts No, 12 and 18, we

CLUTCH TROUBLES 
AND THE REASONS 


It happens on occasions that the en. 
gine slows down when the clutch is 
disengaged, whereas’ the reverse 
should be the case. Generally the en- 
gine gets the blame when in reality 
the trouble is due to the fact that the 
clutch dces not entirely disengage. 
Sometimes in these cases there may 
be a rasping of gears when shifting; 
this latter condition veould naturally 
follow, since the clutch does not leave 
the flywheel properly. The basic 
cause of trouble is very probably wear 
in the throwout collar. In this way 
when the clutch pedal is pushed down 
all the way, the clutch moves outward 
only a little; not enough to permit the 
engine to run idle. If the clutch ts of 
the cone type, a hissing is likely to 
result, because of the facing slipping 
around in the flywheel.

One of the commonest ilis to which 
the internal combustion engine is heir 
is misfiring. Naturally the complaint 
varies in malignancy, sometimes af- 
fecting only one cylinder, sometimes 
more, often being merely temporary, 
due to some incorrect adjustment, | 
again seemingly permanent and call- 
ing for drastic action. 

Obviously, misfiring interferes with 
the satisfactory operations of the en- 
gine. It means that one or more cy- 
linders is not firing, so that those re- 
maining in operation are carrying on 
all the work. In a six-cylinder engine | 
missing !s not so annoying as in a | 
four. This ts obvious, also it is harder | 
to detect. In an eight or 12 one of the | 
cylinders may be cut out and the ordi- 
nary amateur driver will never detect 
it. Misfiring is more easily detected 
at low speeds than at high, because 
the flow of power when the engine 1s 
running slowly tends to become jerky 
anyway and the jerk caused by a miss- 
{ng cylinder makes detection fairly 
easy. 

In a general way the basic causes of 
misfiring may be divided into three 
classes. Those caused by carburetion 
failures, those caused by ignition fail- 
ures, and those caused by some de- 
rangement of the valve system. 

Carburetion May Be To Blame, 

Misfiring due to carburetion causes 
may generally be traced to an im- 
properly proportioned mixture; the 
fuel mixture may be too weak or it 
may be too strong, the effect will be 
the same, missing. Under fairly sat- | 
isfactory conditions of weather, if the} 
engine, after being warmed up, be- 
gins to misfire it may be assumed that 
the mixture being fed is either too 
rich or too lean. That is the first) 
place to begin trying to correct the 
trouble. Misfires caused by faulty | 
carburetion will not be confined to} 
any one cylinder, Misfiring will oc- | 
cur in one cylinder, jump to another | 
and make its appearance sporadically | 
in all the cylinders. This is obvious. | 
because the same _ carbureter feeds} 
|the same mixture to all cylinders, 
Two ways of altering the composi- 
‘tion of the fuel mixture are available, 
fone by changing the position of the 
air control on the dash and the other 
by feeding more or less gas. In either 
case the relative strength of the fuel 
jis altered, When misfiring begins it 
is good practice to try increasing the 
‘amount of air used. If this is the, 
| cause of the trouble the engine will at) 
}once take hold again. On the other! 
| hand, if the fuel mixture was too weak | 
already the missing will grow woree 
immediately, which is a sign to cut 
down the quantity of air being fed, | 
until the engine begins to function 
properly. The amount of air should 
always be just as large as the engine 
will assimilate. 

Watch For Mechanical Trouble, 

It may be that there is some me- 
chanical trouble interfering to make} 
| the fuel mixture bad. Air leaks around 
| the inlet manifold or valves will allow 
too much air to enter. The float of | 
| the carbureter may be leaking, or it! 
may be stuck, the needle valve may | 
}not be seating properly, there may be! 
| water in the fuel, dirt on the needle 
| valve, dirt in the fuel or in obstruc- 
‘tlon in the fuel line, It frequently 
| happens that an engine may run well} 
| enough in low speeds, but begins miss- 
ing as the speed increases. When the! 
carbureter has two different adjust- 
;ments for the different speed ranges 
|the obvious thing to do is to try ad- 
| Justment of the upper range. In mak- 
ing adjustments of the carbureter the 
needle should be moved just a frac- 
tlon of an inch either way, and the 
jenBine tried after each change. All| 
{adjustments should be made while 
| the engine is hot. 
| Misfiring caused by ignition faults 
|}is fairly easy to locate, because it} 
jusually is in the same cylinder. To 
test a suspected cylinder for ignition; 
| misfiring the spark plug {ts short cir-, 
culted with a screw-driver or similar | 
instrument. When the plug !s short- 
| circuited, with no difference being no- | 
ticed in the operation of the engine, 
|that cylinder is the guilty one. It 
may be that further inspection will 
}show the spark plug at fault; it may | 
| be carbonized, the points may be too 
far apart or may be burned, the in-| 
sulation may be cracked, At any rate 
|replacement of the plug is the reme- 
jdy. If the plug is found very oily at 
{the bottom this may be causing the) 
| misfiring. The oil may have worked 
j its Way past faulty piston rings or) 
there may simply pe too much oil! in 
| the crankcase, | 
| If the spark plug is found to be all 
right the wire should be traced right 
}back to the distributor and all in- 
| sulation breaks should be repaired on 
the way. Should the wire be whole 
| the trouble may be in the distributor; 
| the distributor arm may not be mak- | 
ing proper contact with the segment 
or the segment may be dirty. The 
distributor cap must be removed and 
/all segments should be cleaned, and 
{so should the distributor arm. If a 
battery system is used the short arm, 
known as a tripper, which fits into 
| the notched roter, may be worn. The 
| connections of the ignition coil should 
| be kept clean and bright, but the car 
owner should not attempt to explore 
the mysteries of that part. In the 
Ford system, which employs four un- 
{it coils, the vibrator points may have

If the battery is weak misfiring is 
almost certain to result. If the bat-| 
tery terminals are loose or corroded 
the flow of current may be so res- 
tricted that missing will occur, and 
the engine may even stop flat. 

The valve system is frequently the 
seat of misfiring troubles. A sticking 
inlet valve will cause backfiring and 
if the exhaust valve sticks the cylin- 
der will not fire at all, the charge 
escaping by that outlet. Improperly 
timed valves will let the fuel leak 
away and if the springs are weak the 
valves will not close properiy, with 
the inevitable result. 

Finally do not be too sure that your | 
particular case of missing is not caus- | 
ed aimply by incorrect use of the 
spark lever. Too early or too late a 
spark will cause misfiring of an ex- 
aggerated order. In some cars con- 
trol of the advance is through a wire 
control, the tube of which may be out 
of adjustment and move with the, 
wire, so that the lever indicates ad- 
vance, when in reality the control is 
fully retarded.

| Harry Bell, Pioneer Farmer, Fattens Herd of Beef Steers in Open Air 
on Diet of Cut Straw and Greerfeed, Flavored With Salt —

An economical and profitable way, 
) of feeding his herd of cattle has been 
i tried both last winter and this by 
' Harry Bell of Namao, at his farm ifn 
the Sturgeon valley about 14 miles} 
north of the Edmonton stockyards | 

Mr. Bell is a well known ploneer of| 
the Sturgeon settlement and owns a} 
| large farm, part of which he has rent- 
} ed on shares, 

The farm where he fed the bunch! 
,of steers is crossed by the Sturgeon, 
river and sunny southern slope of the 
/hill near the river makes an_ ideal) 
| place for the economical watering and 
feeding of the herd. Along the edge} 
of the bottom of the slope he con-| 
structed a large self-feeder and hop- 
per to hold several loads of cut straw 
and green feed. From this hopper, 
the cut feed fell into the trough, from | 
which the cattle fed at thelr leisure. | 
It was only a few short steps to the 
Priver where an abundance of water 
was available. The overhanging 
branches of the willow bluffs provid- 
} ed an open-air shelter. Then besides 
this year a shed has been bullt over 
Fand at the front of the feed trough. 
‘The feed corrall is just large enough 
to give sufficient exercise to the ani- 
mals to keep up their appetite for 
the fattening food. 

He bought a bunch of steers at the 
Edmonton stockyards on Nov.  5th.} 
They were fed green feed in the sheaf 
till Jan. 5th, when the feeder was 
completed. During January, Febr 
ary and March, he cut 85 loads of | 
feed, of which 30 loads were green 
feed and 35 loads were straw. This 
was all cut and blown tnto the hop- 
per at the hill side. Care was taken 
to mix the green feed with the straw 
in at least half the length of the hop- 
Der. 

This hopper consisted simply of a 
board fence ten feet high behind 
which a floor of poles was laid along 
the hill side. At the bottom of the 
fence and of the pole floor was fixed | 
the feed trough part on each side of 
the fence, so that the cut feed wou'd 
fall easily within reach of the cattle. 
The hopper was open towards the 
eky. 

This lot of &5 


loads of feed fed 70 
head of steers for the three months 
and they did well. Then a few bags 
of grain were mixed with the green 
feed. Thirty more loads of green feed 
were cut and blown into the feeder 
and the cattle were fed heavily on 
chop as they were being finished for 
the market. The cattle were carried 


on this feed till the first week of

First of all, no matter what breed | 
of poultry you are raising you must 
feed the right kind and quantity of 
grains, Poor food of any kind Is a} 
losing investment, as it takes just so 
much nourlshment to secure the de- 
sired results, and there is no economy 
in making the digestive organs of the 
hens work overtime to sort over a) 
mess of useless and often injurious, 
damaged foods. We too often are in- 
duced to.feed this kind of food owing 
to the high cost of good grains, the 
cheap grains usually containing a 
great proportion of hulls, weed seeds, | 
and such like. 

This article being devoted princi- 
pally to the Rhode Island Red breed 
of poultry, we will now pass on to a 
description of same from a fancier’s 
and a farmer's point of view. The 
Rhode Island Red is conceded to be, 
one of the best, if not the best, all 
round practical fowl, combining great 
business qualities, It {s hardy, vigor- 
ovs, matures early, persistent year-| 
round layers, docile, beautiful, easy to | 
raise, easy to sell, and, when young, 
best weighers at their age. They are, H 
fn fact, an exceptionally. rugged, pro- | 

lific fowl, possessing great stamina 
and vigor, and given any care at all 
will prove their superiority over most | 
all other breeds, |

In fact there was fo 
special meal time for the 
they could have food, drink or appe- 
tising salt at any time and they could

bought. The grain was more 
carrying the feeders and causing them 
to keep in good condition and gain in 
fat through the winter while being 
fed and fattened in the open air even 
in below zero weather. They were 
bought at $6.75 per hundred weight 
and sold at $10.00 per cwt. The plan 
proved very remunerative and Mr. 
Bell figures that he cleared from $800 
to $1,000 clear of all expenses, 

The plan was so satisfactory that 
Mr. Bell tn the fall of 1917 bought at 
the Edmonton Stockyards 36 choice 
yearling steers and 8 head of feeders. 
He had an hand 26 feeders and is now 
feeding a herd of 24 cattle at the 
same place on the Sturgeon river. This 
winter he is mixing a load of green- 
feed to two loads of straw, both chop- 
ped and blown into the hopper. 


While the river was open there was 
no difficulty about the plan of water- 
ing, except to make a safe approach 
to the brink of the water. But when 
the ice was forming or melting in the 
spring care was taken to watch for 
accidents. When the ice was solid en- 
ough to hold the cattle, a tank or

ed on the river. With the aid of 
simple pail baler on the end of a pole 
the man in charge of the herd filled 
the tank from the waterhole. A heater 
was placed in the tank and the drink-

Origin of Breed. 

Well, we might say the R.I. Red was 
unconsciously originated or made. The 
breeders of Rhode Island and especial- 
ly those around Little Compton and 
some of the other little seaport towns, 
are given the credit for producing it, 
and they had no Intention of produc- 


‘ing a new breed of poultry. What they 


wanted was vigor, with no thought of 
uniformity of shape or color, and they 
soon noticed that the chicks sired by 
the “red roosters" were the ones hav- 
ing vigor and stamina. These “red 
roosters” were game cocks brought in 
by incoming vessels mostly from Ma- 
lay. Not only were they the favorite 
breeders for the farmers, but their 
fighting characteristics soon enabled 
them to drive the other male birds to 
cover, and it was merely a case of ‘‘the 
survival of the fittest.” 

The Red Malay, or Jungle Fowl, 
played a very important part in the 
make-up of the Rhode Island Red, the 


|first Malay rooster was brought into

America from Malay about the year) 


1845, by Captain Richard Wheatland 
and was bred by his son George 
Wheatland for three years, but the 
breed was not known by a particular 
name till about 80 years later, when 
Isaac C, Wilbour of Little Compton is 
credited with the honor of having 
named the breed R. I. Reds. They were 
admitted to the Standard of Perfection 
of America in the year 1904, 

The females are uneven 
and fade out after the first 
cause no attention was given to the 
breeding for color in the early days, 
the matin effect was put forth to secure 
a red rooster, and it seems reasonable 
to suppose that this fact alone explains 
why the males of today not only hold 
their color better but also average 
better in other ways, 

The make-up of a breed is deter- 
mined by the shape and would be an 
easy matter for an observing breeder 
to find out what is back of a breed— 
and the evidence goes to show that 
the R. I, Reds are made up of a happy 
combination of blood and mingling of 


Rocks (American), Dorkings (Eng- 
lish), Hamburgs (Dutch), Leghorns 
(Mediterranean) and games and Co- 
chins (Asiatic), This combination has 
given the Reds a rugged constitution. 

Breeders of the other varieties may 
give us advice based on theories and

Mr. Hutton referred to the new 
problems facing every line of business 
now; the greatest ‘belnge more produ 
tion with less labor, -His experiments 
are planned on a large scale, as many 
as 104 hogs belng used in one phase 
of an experiment at times For the 
fiscal year ending March 31, he will 
have merketed about 800 hogs He 
emphasized the use of pastures as a 
means of reducing the cost $5.20 per 
100 pounds gain with hogs in a corral 
without pasture’ $3.52 per 100 on al- 
falfa pasture with self feeder for 
grain ration; $3.30 per 100 on rape 
pasture with self feeder. . 

He advocated alfalfa for early and 
rape for later pastures as_ the best 
commercial combination The saving 
that these pastures will effect in the 
cost of producing pork made the val- 
ue of the pasture about $80.00 per 
acre in that year. This last year, on 
240 hors covering the entire period 
from May 7th to Jan. 19 it took 4,99 
pounds grain to produce one pound of 
pork. Mr Hutton estimates that one 
acre of rape saves almost 2,500 pounds 
of grain, besides producing much hea- 
vier hogs at the same age.

Four hundred vo. them have found 
shelter In Vladivostok but even they 
have suffered great distress as there 
has been little food or housing to spare 
for them. Groups of these refugees 
are scattered {n all the towns between 
Harbin and Pekin. The resources of 
the Italian legation here have been 
severely taxed in the effort to provide 
food and clothing for these forn.er 
war prisoners, 

They came from the Austrian prov- 
inces bordering on Italy and because 
of thelr loyalty to Italy, were sent to 
fight the Russians but surrendered by 
thousands at the first opportunity, 
swelling the totals of Russia's cap- 
tured to figures which were the won- 
der of the world xt that time. 

During 1916 and 1917 Italy sent 
commissions to Russia to identify such 
war prisoners as were unmistakeably 
Italian and many were sent back to} 
join the Italian armies. Then came} 
the Russian revolution which put an 
end to the work. 

With ensuing relaxation of vigilance 
and general disorganization of Russia 
many of those who have survived the 
prison camps escaped. 

Through efforts of Baron Allioti the 
Italian minister in Pekin, feeding sta- 
tions are being provided at Harbin, 
Mukden and other points en route. 
Efforts are being made to assemble 
the straggling groups at some point | 
in Japan and in Pekin with the idea 
of later transporting them back to 
Italy, probably by way of America,

Warm water is suggested for filling 


| the boiler so you will not have to wait 


so long for it to begin to boil. 

The candles will soon melt down, 
after which put a plece of cloth in 
the grease and light. This will give 
a hotter flame than the candles and 
eause the engine to go faster.
